tmrthrou-hout the universe, that God has given diver- 
sitvof chamcteristlcs? SbaUhehave given the birds, 
the bees and the beavers &ch a special set of instincts, 
h U he have given to each insect tribe characteristics 
which belong to them alone, shall He have given to all the 
families of animals a constitution, faculties and powers 
which belong to them alone, and shall he not have given 
to all the families of men peculiar characteristics ? He 
13 not limited in his great work. This nation is to have 
a oreater variety of character than has yet been developed 
in it. We have looked to the merging of the different 
nationalities among ourselves, but it has not been alto¬ 
gether a fact. New England is becoming 
more New Englandish every day. The West has a 
character of her own. Our German population is becom¬ 
ing more and more German, as they keep each other in 
countenance, and every other nationality retains its 
characteristics to a very considerable extent Each class 
and each section stimulates the other, and each keeps 
something which it takes from the other; and this is 
well. So let the colored man feel that lofty purposes 
and noble aims are all that are nwiessary to make him 
just what he chooses to be, and let him scorn to be any 
thing except himself. A black skin is not made white by 
putting it into a bath-tub, though it is made clean; 
and so it is with the black nature. With the Etheopian 
nature, he cannot be Anglo-Saxonized, and thank God 
that he cannot, for we need all nationalities, the highest 
developmept of all their powers in this our great country. 
Greece and Rome and modern Europe cannot give ns 
what America may to-day, if she is increasingly true 
to our fundamental creed,—a great naUon, with a 
common language, common interests, common sympa¬ 
thies, and yet the utmost individuality. 

Shall we talk of banishing the Chinamen from this 
country lest they should overthrow our civilization' 
Then we should reject the grandest destiny that any 
nation has achieved hitherto. Let us rather teach the 
Mongolian that humanity is a far broader term than 
Angfo-Saxon, and that the Chinaman who can develop 
his'own nature to the fuUest extent is the peer of every 
other of nainre’s noblemen in the whole earth. (Ap¬ 
plause). Do we believe that God is not a respecter of 
persons, and shall we arraign him as a respecter of 
races? We have no right to judge any undeveloped na¬ 
tionality. Out forefathers, a few centuries ago, were 
semi-barbarians. The world was not made in a day, 
and mental development is of slow growth. Then I extend 
my hand in greeting to every colored wopjan }n the land 
and I bid her be of good cheer, for if she can only have 
faith in God and in herself, she and all hers shaU yet 
know that “ God is no respecter of persons,” that he is 
not a partial father. 

The Chinaman, fortunately, has considerable self-es¬ 
teem, and a high appreciation of his nationaUty. Now, 
if he* can get an element of progress from progressive 
Tankeedom, he may be destined taa brilUant future, 
hope the time is not tar distant when the red man, 
black man, the Chinaman, all nations and all peoples, 
shall take a position in the world and prove to the world 
that they all, as peculiar peoiiles, have great and pecu¬ 
liar gifts. Even the Bjushjnen of South Africa may yet 
give to the world something which oo other nation can 
give it The world may yet he foujuJ sitting nf their feet 
to learn some good thing. 

Why have not women taken a position in the political 
world? Why have they not been enfranchised. Simply 
becaiise there was troth in the assertion, formerly, that 
women as a class did not care to soil their white fingers 
and dresses with the muddy waters of politics. But that 
was twenty years ago. Jfow, women do not Intend to 
get soiled with politics, but th^ intend to throw in a 
few new social elements and to precipitate tlie mml, npd 
they believe that tlm waters above shall crystalize into 
a wholly new character poUtically. 

So we need every element that we have throughout 
the nation brought together to give ns what we should 
have, a world in itself. There is no salvation for Amer¬ 
ica except in carrying out her own principle. Bho 
give to both sexes and all nationalities absolute equality 
•before the law. She must welcome all people, from all 
parts of the world, and say to them all, “You are my 
children.” She aiust nonrish the peculiar and unpar¬ 
alleled gifts of each, and Hiak,e .each feel that he Is per¬ 
fectly represented in the_ home government, We must 
have a free circulation of' thouglit, a free .canvassing of | 
all questions. We mnst Imye literary communication;; 
the different views on science, art, ojad everything of] 
that kind, must be freely interchanged amongst all thP 
various nationalities in our country, and then the conse¬ 
quences may be left to take care of themselves; and they 
will take care of themselves. 

Let the block men feel that they have peculiar charac¬ 
teristics which are to be develop^ to the fullest extent. 
Let modem Africa give back to us tlie lost arts of 
ancient Africa. Let them develop their ideas of physical, 
mental and moral beauty, too rare and beautiful for out 
pale and cold Jlorthern blood. Let them feel that they 
themselves have a beautiful and noble nature, and that 
they must not imitate Umse with whom they are associa¬ 
ted. So let us all urge on every class of men, urge 
•the movement in every direction, feeling that o»r paUon 
has only to be true to its professed creed. 

Nor need we fear, in a copntry like tills, if we only get 
the right ideal and work towards lU It will take a long 
time to develop all nationalities and both sexes proiicrly, 
but let us first have the idea of absolute civil equality and 
ail tjte rest will follow in the natural order of sequence. 
President Grant did a shrewd thing when he set the 
(Quakers to lopking after the Indians, to settle their 
Rubles upon a peaceful basis; and I think he has done i 
eminenUy wise thing in nppomting colored men to office, 
thus showing the Bouth that isconsl ruction is 
compUshed upon a democratic basis, jlp piA>’ have made 
some mistakes, but this was certately a wi^ ant, .and 
for one I give him my heartiest thanks. (Applause). 
So it seems to me a wise and shrewd thing to have. 
appointeil so many private citizens to office, men who 
had been successful in their business avocations, instead 
of appointing merely hack politicaus. (Applause). 
Let everybody, then, Stay up hU hands, and recognize 
the good he does; and let ps try jf politics cannot be 
made as humane us our own social Bj'Stem, as humane 
as private life is. There certainly is no reason why 
this should not be so; and I believe that America will 
not refuse tlie great destiny which is offered to her, to 
cultivate through all her borders the hlgiiest and finest 
qualities of men of all nationalities. (Applause),

Mr. President, Ladies anl Oentlemeni—U is very 
pleasant indeed, wlien we have been engaged for years 
in a weary toil, to feel that our work is drawing to a 
close, that we have accomplished the grand result for 
which we have been so long and so earnestly laboring. 

It has been announced here on this platform this morn¬ 
ing in the form of a resoiptjop, that onr work is com¬ 
pleted, or so very nearly completed, tjiat it wUl verj- 
Boon be pronounced accomplished, and we may disband ] 
and each go his own way, to see each other’s faces no 
more on earth. I wish, Mr, President, I conld feel so. 

1 w'lsh I conld feel that our work was done. I do not 
feel so. It is a great thing to give birth to a human 
being, to bring into existence an immortal soul; 
hnt 'when that event is accomplished, it places upon 
those who have been instrumental in its accomplishment 
a new and very responsible duty. Instead of having 
finished the work, it has only placed in the hands of the 
parents a work that never can be finished while they re¬ 
main on this footstool. We have given birth, after long 
and exhausting labor, to four millions of American citi¬ 
zens. bom with the rights of citizens, but not with the 
capacity of citizens. They are on our hands to-day, as 
citizens, helpless; with all the rights, privileges and im- 
mnnities which tve possess, hut with none of the capa¬ 
cities to use those rights, privileges and immunities 
which we possess. They are our infant, children, well I 
horn, hut still to be educated and trained to manhood 
and womanhood. That work. It seems to me is on our 
hands to-day, and we have no right to desert these off¬ 
spring of ours; we have no right to leave them 
trained np by stranger hands. They are onr special 
cars; we are their parents; they are our children, and 
they will live to honor or dishonor us, as we shall decide. 
Properly trained, they will he a crown of honor to our 
c^ray heads. Deserted where they are they will bring 1 
reproach upon our labor, or at least upon ourselves. We' 
have no right to bring them into existence as citizens 
^ud leave them there. They need our aid. We have 


thrown upon them responsibilities which they are' Illy 
fitted to meet. We cannot desert them, honestly, safely. 
We must take an oversight of them. We must educate 
them, bring them up to manhood, before we can possibly 
hberty to leave them to go their own way unpro¬ 
tected. 

The question comes to-day, what is their first mied ? 
We know what is the first need of the infant child. It is 
its mother's milk; without that, existence ceases. What 

the fli-st need of the emancipated slave? It is land. 
What is his body worth to him, if he has no place to put 
That is the boon you have given him. You have 
given him his body, that is all. What is it worth to him 
if he has no pla<» to lay it, no place to sleep to-night 
without the permission of a tyrant master, who hates 
him, and will ernah him if he can? What is his body 
good for, what is it worth to him, if he cannot to¬ 
morrow go to work and tUl the soil, and from it derive 
the food which is essential to his sustenance ? I stand 
here Mr. Chairman and members of the American Anti- 
Slavery Society to ask and to demand of you that yon 
do not disband until the negro has a homestead. (Ap¬ 
plause) until he not only has a body, but aplace to put 
it. Until he has not only a mouth.bnt the soil from which 
to raise the necessaries to fill it I propose to present 

to you, and through you to the world, my idea of our 
right in this matter in the shape of a resolution, which 
with your permission I will read: 

Whereas, a homestead is the natural right of every 
human being; and, whereas, the great mass of the re¬ 
cently emancipated slayes are by the laws of their re¬ 
spective States, denied this right, therefore, 

Sesolved, That we call upon Congre^ to immedi¬ 
ately adopt snch measures of legislation as will break 
up the landed aristocracy of the South, and place the 
possession of a homestead within the easy reach of all. 
(Applause). 

I stand here and demand for every negro of the South 
the land which he has tilled, watered with his tears, and 
nourished with his blood and sweat. I do not ask it 
a boon, I demand it as a right. Before high Heaven, I 
demand it, and I call upon you to back me in this de¬ 
mand. (Applause). He shall not boy this land of the 
master, he shall have it nnbonght. The master has 
right to lit under heaven, but that right which might 
gives him. There is not a shadow of a shade of justice 
in his claim. He has no more right to it than a man has 
to your clothing which he has stolen from your home 
while yon are sitting in Uiese seats. The right of pos¬ 
session is the only right he has to it. The right is in the 
slave. It is there in the court of mercy, it is there 
the court of love, it is there in the court of justice; and 
I ask this Society not to disband or think of disbanding 
until it sees hipa in tlie full possession of that right We 
have brought him into existenpe as a man. He \ 
brute. In tire eye of the law and of public sentiment we 
have raised him to manhood. And what is his manhood 
good for? He is a crouching slave to-day, if he has to 
ask permission of somebody else to sleep on the soil to¬ 
night 

I have looked all this ground over, Mr. President, and 
I know whereof I affirm when I say that in the master 
there is no shadow of a shade of right in the soil, other 
than that which he shares with the slave. Good or had, 
infamous or virtuous, every human being has an inaliena- 
blo right to the soil, you as much as I, and I as much as 
yon; and yo.i) fiave no right to monopolize it against me, 
nor I against you. God gave tlijs garth for the use of 
all his children, and yon cannot monopolize it You 
may throw your fence around it of wood or iron or gold, 
I care not; it Is mine, not yours; it is mine as much as 
yours, and yon hold your own right to the soil only by 
the sap? tenure by which you grant it to me. We have 
accomplished the greatep work. We have secured 
negro the possession of his fiody; we have done still 
more—we have secured to him tlie poes.ession of the 
ballot We are now to teach him how to use that ballot 
to secure for himself a homestead. This Is the great 
work that remmns for this Society to do. We have 
secured to him, virtually, the ballot, in my judgment I 
believe the Fifteenth Amendment is to be adopted. On 
the pagn pt history, it is already recorded by the pro¬ 
phetic pep. I (do npt Ipel called upon to argue the ques¬ 
tion before the American people of the righ t of the negro 
to tlxe ballot That work is done.' But liis rigiit to land 
is not conceded. Wilbofit it, his freedom is of very 
little use to him. I ask th;s Society to protect the 
negro In the nse of the ballot for the grand and glorious 
purimse of securing to himself a homestead; and the 
sooner we make this demand the better; and we ought 
hero to-day to give the country to understand that v 
never shall disband nntil every negro in the land has 
homestead. If we are met, as we probably shall be, 
with the objection that the negro has no more right than 
the whitepiantoahoipestend, and that tliereare millions 
of homeless and houseless wlilte pign, yery well, f adfjjlt 


The negro has no more right to a homesfead than 
the white Plan D you take that ground, Mr. Aristocrat, 
I thank you fgr it. ^ut fhe fact that you have denied 
the white man a homestead d.oes not justify yop in deny¬ 
ing it to the negro. If yon say that the principle poyerg 
the whole race of man, 1 thap^ gpd for it, and that yon 
say it, IiCt us go, t)ien, tor hpuiestgads for blapk gnd 
white here on this platforin, because the sapie prinplple 
on which we demand it for the negro, requires that 
should demand It for the Indian, for the white man, £ 
for all men. As the last of your series of reaolations 
affirms, “In a government like onrs, every thing 
on public opinion, and as the vitally important social 
rights of the negro will never be granted him, nor his 
politipal rights, however guaranteed, be fully enjoyed, 
until an enlightened and Christian public opinion per¬ 
meates and roles tlie nation, we remind all the Abo¬ 
litionists that their work is not pone nntil public opinion, 
impartially and rigidly just, jjrotectsaU the rights of all 
human beings." 

I say, then, I thank you, land monopolist, for Intima.- 
ting that in claiming homesteatls for the negro, we shall 
be obliged to go also for homesteads for white men. 
thank yon, Mr. Land Monopolist, that you acknowledge 
the principles, and that you compel ns, in doing justice 
to the negro, to do justice to all 
But I will not detain you this morning, my friends. I 
presume this resolution will meet the hearty concurrence 
of every true friend of tpa negi'p race; but if it does not, 
let it he remembered that this platform is for free 
discussion. It anybody doubts the soundness of this prin- 
ciple I hope it will be questioned. But I stand here 
original abolitionist to demand emphatically, what I 
have always demanded incidentally, that the n^o shall 
not only have his liberty, but that he sliall possess the 
land of the South; that it shall be his, not in view of the 
fact that he has tilled it from bis infancy, but in view ol 
the fact, that God made the earth, not for the rich man, 
not for the man who had a rich father, but for you and 
much for me, the son of a panper 
you, the son of a millionaire; and I can ret 

law which secures to you a farm, and makes me 
dependent on you for a place to lay my head at night 
bat ia uot ray idea of Justice. 

Mr. Geovbb, of Illinois.—I -wonM like to ask a ques¬ 
tion. Do you propose to contimie the orgooization of 
this Society until every Chiuaniau and every man of every 
ce in the world has a farm ? 

Mr. Foster. —I propose to continue this organization 
until our government shall recognize the right of every 
human .being to a homestead. That is my proposition; 
for I see very clearly, what I find the landed aristorcracy 
and land monopolists are veiy ready to see, that wp can¬ 
not secure a homestead for the negro without securing 
for the white man. They immediately b^n to taunt 
e with this partiality to the n^o. “ Very -well,” 
Isay; “iX the principle goes to that extent, lamreadyfor 
it—ain’t yon ? You say, I am for the negro. I ask you 
1 with me for a homestead fop the negro, and you 
around and ask nje to go with yon for a homestead 
for the white man. Very well, I wijl help you to get it 
for the white man, if yon wUl help me to get it for the 
what consistency requires of us. That 
is my position,—that this Society shall not disband 
until it has secured a homestead for every emancipated 
slave; and in doing that, it will have to secure it for 
every white man. 

Ms. Groves.- I like your principle, but I cannot 
the propriety of keeping up the anti-slavery organization 
to do that work. I would like to change this into a 
Society embracing all mankind as well as the negro. 

Ms. Foster.- I know a firm in Boston that once had 
a very distinguished member, and whose success .de¬ 
pended very largely upon the capacity and reputation ol 
that member. They have had his name cut in granite 
in front of their store. For what ? That they miglit use 
the capital, in reputation, which that member of the 
film gave them. That capital is worth an immense sum 
to the firm. Now, sir, we, in this struggle of thirty 
j.have succeeded, a little handful | 


against a whole nation, have acquired an humense 
amount of moral capital. The idea came to me in this 
way—I had not thought of It until lately. I have been 
circulating a petition for woman’s suffrage in the city of 
Worcester, where I reside. I found some men in lavor 
of it, and other men, very intelligent men, too, opposed 
I said to them. “Well, I think we shall Mtry this 
[ure.” “We think so too,” they said. “We 
suppose yon will carry it, we have no doubt of it, be¬ 
cause you abolished slavery. Of course yon will carrv 
this measure, for this will not require half the labor that 
that the abolition of slavery involved. We expect you 
will succeed; we shall have tot try the experiment- we 
don’t like it, hut we shall have to submit to it.” I do 
think there is a man of my acquaintance who does 
expect that we shall succeed on the woman question 
simply because the Abolitionists have got hold of it As 
an Illustration, let me mention one fact, a short time 
ago. Mrs. Foster called on a wealthy man, in Massachu¬ 
setts who had always stood aloof from the anti-slaverv 
cause, for a contribution in aid of the efforts to secure 
the adoption of the Fifteenth Amendment, and he gave 
her a hundred dollars. Said he, " Mrs. Foster, this is 
my first contribution to the anti-slavery treasury, I have 
done nothing for your society, not because I did not feel 
that slavery was an evil, not because I did not feel that 
its abolition was very desirable, but I did not suppose it 
was possible. When I looked at the immense power of 
the slave system, and saw how it was entrenched in 
Church and State, I supposed all your efforts to be per¬ 
fectly idle; I supposed they would only aggravate the 
evil instead of removing it, and therefore I stood aloof. 
But I see I was mistaken. You have got the monster 
under your feet. It only remains to finish np the work 
by the adoption of the Amendment, and I most cheer¬ 
fully make my contribution of one hundred doUare for 
the accomplishment of the work.” At the same time 
he said, " You are at work on the woman’s pe'. i ' 
declined to sign your husband’s petition when • 
to me last year, but I see be has got hold of i. •, 
end, and we shall all have to come to it.” i; • 
seems to have been entirely remodelled inhiso- •-> i- 
by the success of onr movement.

He had read this in the 
he never believed a word of It from reading it : 
when he saw it demonstrated in the success of • 
ment, he believed it. 

My friend asks why we should continue 
Slavery Society? Because we have got this capital. Do 
not let us give it up. Let us achieve a greater vjetorj' 
than the abolition of slavery. What is the abolifion of 
slavery, leaving the negro where he is ? I tell yon there 
has been but very little change in the condition of the 
negro from what it was ten years ago. The attaimnent 
of his freedom inspires him with hope, and as a sUp to¬ 
wards something better, the change is of infinite \alne- 
bnt if he is to be left qs he (s, the prey of the land mon¬ 
opolists of the South, the improvement in his condition 
is very slight Hence I say, do not let ns think of dis¬ 
banding, Eet us here and now anuounee to the nitlon, 
that they will have to meet us face to fa^ and fight 
against ns until they give a homestead to every negro in 
the Sonth. Then our work will be done; and not nntil 


address OP PRANCES KELEN HARPER. 

I feel, with Mrs. AntoinetteBlackwell, thecolored man 
has a work to do for himself in this country, and that 
is, to build over the rpins of slavery a new form of 
civilization. I am just now from the Shenandoah Valley, 
where I have had the privilege of speaking night after 
night, until I was so tired that I was almost sick, ten 
nights successively; for freedom of speech, which has 
for so long a time been outlawed at the South, has at 
last found a home in the little school honses and humble 
chqicheaof tjie colored people. I was in Martlnsburgq 
few days since, and I learned that when tiieteaohers oame 
there, not long ago, they conld find no place in which to 
establish a school except a stable, and some of the col¬ 
ored people went to work and a stable was fitted np for 
the school, and now they have two churches there, a 
school-house, and a savings hank. I found that the 
little children were putting their money into this savings 
bank. I went into the school-house, wliern r ^ 
chance to talk to the children, and I ask 
“How many of you have got money 
and a number of them raised their ht 
children at the South ape beginning t 
money—very small sums, to be sure-fo 
enty-five cents ; but It Illustrates the ol 
takeu place. It reminds me of Whittier’s 
in Incident that happened when Gei 
down South, and asked the colored chi'. 
shall I tell the children of the North about • 


one of us can kneel down and say, “Give us this day 
our daily bread.” It requires no great faith to pray for 
the bread that perisheth, when you have got a supply 
for six months ahead and your income tax all paid; but 
it takes some faith to trust God in the darkest hour, to 
look through Uie gloom, and— 

“See God ■sritbin the shadow. 

Keeping watch above hie owa." 

Some people seem to think the colored men and women 
have had too much religion: I do not. I think they 
would have become stolid and paralyzed, hnt for that 
faith which held them up in the darkest hours. 

There are those who say that the colored people do 
not know how to vote; that “ a mass of ignorance is a 
mass of weakness. I travelled in the South about two 
years ago, and I had an opportunity to talk with our 
people in the cars, in the churches, and in their homes, 
and I said, “I hear people say, you are ignorant and 
don’tknow how to vote.” “ Well, ” they said, “Weare 
not so ignorant as to vote for a rebel.” I remember the 
case of one man who was offered five hundred dollars if 
he would leave the radical side. Do you know what five 
hundred dollars means ? It means a comfortable fire 
when the storms of winter are raging around your home. 
It means bread for wife and little ones, medicine for the 
sick child, and clothing to keep your children from 
shivering in the cold of winter. But I will tell you what 
meant on the other side. It meant the betrayal of his 
race; it meant clasping hands with his life-long oppres- 
i; and that man just climbing up to the height of 
manhood, could look the tempter in the face and virtually 
-“Get behind me, Satan ! ” (Applause). Which, 
my friends, had the better right to the ballot, the white 
man who could offer the bribe, or the black man who 
had the manhood to refuseit. 

But I was speaking about the eagle stirring up her 
ist. When the eagle wants her young to fly, she breaks 
up her nest, and the little eagles, disturbed, do not ex¬ 
actly know what is the matter, but they begin to flatter 
their wings, they acquire strength, and soon are able to 
fly. So, to-day, the old nest of slavery is broken np, 
and the colored man is thrown upon his own resources. 
“ is met with virulence and opposition. But what is 
the message for the present hour ? That the black race 
plume their wings for a higher flight; that they catch 
the watchword of the loving God, when he called upon 
Moses to “ stand still, and 'see the salvation of God.” 
But there is a better and higher watchword for believing 
and trusting souls—" Speak ye unto the people, and bid 
them go forward." That is the work of the colored 
man, to go forward, until he leaves behind him all the 
old ignorance and poverty of the past, until he outgrows 
all the old evils incident to slavery, and stands npon the 
banks of a mighty deliverance, with God turning up to 
him, more beautiful than the drapery of sunset, more 
lovely than the rainbow of promise, the silver lining of | 
the war cloud, upon which shall be written Freedonii 
Victory and Hope. (Lend Applause). 

The meeting adjourned until evening. 
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lives as others; and that the paths of preferment, of 
wealth, and of intelligence should be opened as widely 
to them aSjto persons of white complexion.Well! are the 
paths of social prefeiment, wealth and education as filly 
open to them as \.oothers? Are they admitted freely, 
everywhere to the right of the same privieeges, 

the same or anything like the same prerogatives and social 
rights as the white people in our churches, onr homes, our 
schools, onr Senate chambers, or represeniative halls or 
even the sittings or accommodations of our Hotels? Look, 
then, at the exclusiveness in that particular in this very 
city, as practiced by almost every public house toward cer¬ 
tain respectable" colored visitors, and to which I have 
before £dluded. How absurd, when we think of it, seems 
this social sensitiveness and timidity as to the color of a 
man’s skin! Why, it seems to me, that, independent of 
their claims, as human beings, the simple consideration of 
what we actually owe to this colored race whether so¬ 
cially or politically, on the fields of battle as on the fields 
of labor and of 111 requited toil, might weU put to shame 
such ostracism and ingratitude as is generally manifested 
toward them. By whose toil have those Southern plan¬ 
tations been tilled ? Among whom have we found onr 
truest and most patient service ? Who helped us win onr 
battles against those assassins of the rebellious Sonth ? 
and how, but for the black man’s prowess, under God, 
should we ever have gained the victory.” By what in- 
than that of the black man and the questions 
pertaining to him have our government and State 
relations been “tried as by fire,” and revolution¬ 
ized ? It was fitting, sir, that, thus, the “ angels of 
retribution ” should come to this guilty people with a 
clouded and dark visage, in the garb of a shadow, clad 
as it were, in the armor of midnigJU, and bearing in their 
hands the swords of the archangels and the trumpets of 
an apocalypse. As you, Mr. President, weE said on this 
platform, a year ago, speaking of the relations which 
the colored race have to our national destiny and devel¬ 
opment—“The President whose right hand signed the 
charter of Emancipation was pnt into the ‘ White 
House ’ by the slave.”—So I now say the President hold¬

Mb. Pbesidens:—O ne of the Resolutions, on your 
table expresses a very just rebuke of the Spirit of Casf 
and color prejudice by which, recenlly, a number o 
very respectable colored visitors to this city were denied 
the hospitalities’ of nearly every public house iu the 
place. Sir: Before we boast any more of onr liberty and 
equality principles,—before we plume ouraelyeg qn the 
prestige of our r.epyfilif,, before we talk cif the Emanci- 
patioh privileges we have bestowed on the^colored race; 
before we claim to he a free people, having profound 
regard for the rights of all men, we had better cleanse 
our garments, and pnt our hands on onr mouths and our 
mouths in the dust. For, wherein does that spirit of 
exclusiveness on the part of these public houses differ 
from the pro-?layqry animus of. the South against which 
we have been fighting unto death ? And where shall 
these things end? You, Mr. Pre.sideqt, ^ aiq sure, wo.uki 
hail, with m.e, ivny occasion oir sa ntptoras of an occa¬ 
sion fqr discpiitinuanceot these Anti-Slayery afitherlngs 
and discussions, and fer tho final folding up of our 
Standard | Smely, no ono more than yourself, having 
given tliQ whole eloquent force and energy of your life 
these great interests of human welfare; no one mo._ 
ban yourself, I say, would rejoice in any crisis by which 
• •e might feel ja3tifle(i slieathing at once and foreyer 
, f they couf'I he sheathed) these weapon? of our spiritual 
warfare. Gladly indeed should we all hail the time, 
when, by the wide prevalence of justice in our land, the 
universal concession of “equal rights” to all concerned, 
whether men or women, white or black, ami tfie admis¬ 
sion of onr colored brethren especjaliy to every social, 
civil, and polilicai privllego, we may see full cause for 
dissolving our organization, and for sajingand rejoicing 
to say our work is at last done, and onr mission accom- 
plishetl. Gladly shall we so acknowledge and so rejoice 
when we sep. tliat, to theoolored man, as a feUow-heing, 
are guaranteed all the rights of men,—the recognition 
of his social relations, and his entire equality with us 
all, in the sight of God, the great “Father of all!”

be smoked aiiy blacker than I am. 

Onr people in tlie South have been a people claiming, 

I it were, the nation’s pity, but the colored man has'a 
power that wiU entitle him, if riglitly used, to command the 
nation’s respect. We have three sources of power In the 
South;-we have brain power, we have muscle power, 
and we have political power. I remember a woman said 
to me one day in Sonth Carolina, “lam better off than 
my mistress, because I can work, and she cannot” 
That woman recognized her strength. Then there is the 
braiu power. Sometime since, I was in a school in 
Washington, D. C., and heard the chUdren recite, some 
of whom, only a few years ago, were in the chains of 
slavery; and if any one had put a hundred dollar bill in 
my hand and said, “ Mrs. Harper that money is yours, if 
answer the questions as well as these chEdren,” 
I conld not have done it. With this brain power in onr 
heads, with this muscle power in our hands, with the 
fettera stricken from the limbs of the black man, and 
the ballot pat into his right hand, what is to hinder us 
as a people from advancing and taking our place among 
the powers of the western world, 

I do not see, after all, that we need be hopeless of the 
future of the colored man. I sometimes think of that 
beautiful passage in the Jewish Scriptures, 
stirreth up her nest, fluttereth over her young, siireadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth them on her 
irings, so the Lord alone did lead him.” Our people have 
lived upon an idea; it has underlain the life of the race; 
and that has been, their faith in God. That faith has 
been the golden thread woven amid the sombre tissues 
of their lives; it has been the ray of light shimmering 
amid the gloom of their condition. If you go to these

We knew, also, and were daily called to witness at the 
North and in our very midst, (so infectious is the
